that the railroad be allowed to discontinue service on the 
7:6-mile stretch from a point called D etour above Corte llon and the demagogue.” .

Embargo On 
Cuba Ordered 
By President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President John F. Kennedy 
today ordered that all im­ 
ports from Cuba be choked 
off to stop the Fidel Castro 
regime from getting dollars to 
promote Communist subversion 
in this hemisphere. 


The ban, effective at 12:01 
a.m. 
(EST) 
Wednesday, 
will 
cost the Cuban economy about 
35 million dollars a year, ob­ 
tained mostly from U.S. im­ 
ports of tobacco. But the pres­ 
ident left unchanged the U.S. 
policy of allowing limited ex­ 
ports of food, medicine and 
medical 
supplies 
from

country to Cuba for hum an­ 
itarian 
purposes.

amounted to 13 million dollars 
in the past year. 


Kennedy's order was a quick 
follow-up to the foreign min­ 
isters conference at Punta del

Anti-Castro Ranks 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
tl*—Bowing to military lead­ 
ers, Président Arturo Frondizi 
steered Argentina today into 
the ranks of Western Hemi­ 
sphere nations that want Cuba 
kicked out of the inter-Ameri­ 
can system.

With that new' government 
will come Fanfani's experiment 
of a “center-left” regime — 
with Fanfani's Christian Demo­ 
cratic cabinet depending for its 
survival on the votes of the 
Socialists of Pietro Nenni, who | 
maintains many links with the 
Communists.

Par Figures Should Be Stiffened 


The golf clubs have changed; the golf 
balls are livelier; the pro tournament 
purses have skyrocketed; the social sta­ 
tus has made a complete switch; more 
people are playing the game-— 
All of which makes me wonder if the 
design of golf courses aren’t outmoded 
or whether present golf pars have kept 
pace with the changes in the sport. 
Par was established on a yardage 
basis— any distance up to 
calls for a par three; from 251 
yards to 470 yards demands a 
par four and 471 yards and 
over, rates a five par. 


And that is the reason for 
today’s blurping. I believe that 
equipment, clubs, instruction, 
golf balls, better greens, bet­ 
ter type grass, bigger and wid­ 
er fairways and more traps, 
has improved the “breed in 
golf’ but in all its swirling 
changes the United States Golf 
Assn. never once alters par.

THE FACT that par is con­ 
sistently broken (50 times in 
two days at the recent Lucky 
tournament) does suggest the 
thought that perhaps par isn’t 
quite up to par these days. 
With most pros being long 
drivers, using heftier clubs,

Golf Assn. takes a notion to 
make a change. 
MY OLD golfing compatriot, 
Colonel Switzer of Point Reyes, 
a nifty performer when I was 
a sprout, recommends a special 
par for pro tourneys. 
“Let the rough get rougher; 
add temporary bunkers so that 
sharp shooting and placing of 
shots (like at Cypress Point) is 
vital,1’ Colonel Switzer sug­ 
gests. 
“Make an easy par four a 
tough three par and an easy 
five par a lulu of a four par. 
Thinking about distance — 
par distance has always depend­ 
ed upon what the average 
driver, or iron or mashie clubs, 
called for. The distance for 
each club hasn’t changed, al­ 
though the size of the ball and 
the size of the club have.’’

a proper test for professionals.! course shouldn’t be changed, if 
only to keep in step with so 
Why not make the so-called 
easy four par holes, par three; 
then change the easy par five 
holes to par four. I believe that 
should be the trend for the 
golf of tomorrow. 


Milt Gabbs, associate execu­ 
tive secretary for the Northern 
California Golf Assn., and a 
resident of Ross, admits cour­ 
ses, during pro tournaments, 
make a few minor changes. He 
says they move the tees back 
20 yards or so, change pin 
placements to make putting 
more difficult and even in­ 
crease trap hazards.
